TRIAL OF SHERIFF 


'Counsel Presents Affidavit Show­ 
ing Physical Condition of 
Sheriff John Hartman. 


ONE MAN INJURED 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Employee of Furniture Factory 
Met With Serious Accident 
on Way to Work. 


TRIAL MIGHT PROVE FATAL 


Court Asks District Attorney to Have 
Further Medical Examination Made 


And Report on Tuesday. 


Defense counsel for Adams coun­ 
ty ’s indicted sheriff and deputy this 
morning at 9 o’clock presented a mo­ 
tion to Judge D. P. McPherson for 
a continuance of the trial originally 
scheduled to begin Tuesday, May 23, 
until the August term because of the 
physical 
disabilities 
of 
John 
W . 
Hartman, sheriff. 
Attached to the 
motion as 
presented to _ the Court 
was an affidavit signed by Dr. J . P. 
Dalbey, attending physician to John 
Hartman, in which it is stated that 
in case of a public trial, the defend­ 
ant would be in 
“grave danger of 
serious results, with the possibility 
of hemorrhage or even fatal results.” 
J. Donald Swope, 
Esq., associate 
counsel for the indicted county of­ 
ficials read the motion and affidavit 
to the 
Court. 
On the 
bench with 
President Judge D. P. 
McPherson, 
were Associate Judges E. P. Miller 
and H. B. Pearson. 
District Attor­ 
ney Raymond 
F .Topper 
was alsc 
present when the motion for contin­ 
uance was read. 
Following the reading of the mo­ 
tion and affidavit, the Court directed 
the State’s representative, Raymond 
Topper, to have an examina t ion made 
of the condition of Sheriff Hartman 
and report the results of the inves­ 
tigation to the 
Court on Tuesday. 
At the same time, the Court ordered 
the jurors called to appear on Tues­ 
day be summoned to appear at 9:00 
o’clock Wednesday morning, when it 
is believed, tho case will be tried. 
The Court at first was not willing 
to grant a medical examination of 
the Sheriff for the reason that h< 
is able to be* about and attend to his 
duties. 
Chief 
counsel, 
William 
Horah, 
Esq., 
then 
addressed 
the 
Court and elaborated on tho weak­ 
ened physical condition of John Hart­ 
man. 
The Court 
remained 
firm, how­ 
ever, that the case should come for a 
public hearing 
within 
the coming 
week if the condition of Sheriff John 
Hartman warranted. 
His reason, as 
he said, was that there was a possi­ 
bility of a lengthy case of homicide 
scheduled for the August term of 
the Quarter Sessions 
which might 
cause a continuance of the trial un­ 
til a future term. 
Jurors who WTre called to appear 
next Tuesday have been sent notices 
not to appear until Wednesday morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock. 
A full panel of 3C 
will be summoned. 
Now Under Indictment 
Sheriff Hartman, 
and his father 
arid deputy, H. J. 
Hartman, were 
indicted by the April Grand Jury on 
the charge of allowing two prisoners 
to escape from their custody at the

twro men pinned underneath. 
They 
were extricated with little difficulty 
and it was found that all had escaped 
injury except 
Mr. Hann, who had 
received a stalp wound twelve inches 
in length. 
The injured man was rushed to the 
office of 
Dr. C. G. 
Crist, in this 
place, where 
preliminary attention 
was given him. 
It required eight 
stitches to close the wound.

internal injuries, he was removed to

HIS TESTIMONY

(’ase Against Frank Eckenrode 
Dismissed For Lack of Sub­ 
stantial Evidence.

hearing in the 
ease of 
Frank 
Eckenrode, of McSherrystown, whose 
home was raided by Prohibition agents 
May ll, was held before U. S. Com­ 
missioner Robert E . Wible here, F ri­ 
day 
afternoon, 
and 
afterwards on 
suggestion of Prohibition Agent Harry 
J . Ellinger, of the Harrisburg office, 
the case was dismissed. 
Three witnesses were heard, the 
principle witness being Claude Croft, 
of McSherrystown, who had been a r­ 
re ste d on several occasions for drunk­ 
enness and who had made numerous 
statements that 
the liquor, he drank, 
I had been procured from Etkenrode. 
The other two witnesses were Agent 
Ellinger and Chief of Police Crabbs, 
of Hanover, both of whom could only 
repeat 
statements 
made 
by 
Croft 
against Eckenrode. 
Mr. Ellinger had conducted an in­ 
vestigation of the case and suggested 
that the testimony of Groft was not 
worthy of consideration, as it was not 
reliable. 
The defendant was called to 
the stand and denied that he had been 
| engaged in the illegal traffic and then 
i Mr. Ellinger asked that the case be 
dismissed, which 
was done by 
Com­ 
missioner Wible. 
At the time of 
the raid on Ecken- 
irode’s home on Main street, .McSher­ 
rystown, it is said, liquor was found 
,on the premises, and he was then held 
‘in $1,000 bail by Commissioner Wible, 
for a hearing.

son that is not explained in the state­ 
ment, it is alleged that Stamatis se­ 
cured the certificate of citizenship by 
means of fraud knowingly perpetrat­ 
ed before the Court of Common 1*1038 
j of Adams county.

Harry Roth, it has 
Sheen established 
that Stamatis 
was 
! given citizenship by the local court 
sitting 
in special 
session, June 
28, 
1918, probably for the first time in its 
history, in Cumberland township, some 
distance from the borough limits. On

held 
naturalization 
court at Camp Colt, during the war 
days, when that camp was flourishing.

the 255 aliens,

Within the last twenty four hours

houses of loyalists and cutting wires. 
A wild week-end is feared in Belfast 
today. 
Within the city a number 
of murders have been committed in 
the week, the total being 23 as a re­ 
sult of today's shooting.

PROGRESS OF RADIO 
THROUGH THE YEARS 


Wireless Research Began Long 
Ago, But Development Has 
Been Swift Lately. 


W ireless 
research 
started 
many 
years ago, as far back even as 1827. 
Even the radio telephone is not a re­ 
cent perfection; rather it is that intro­ 
duction to the layman of the human 
voice and music has suddenly popular­ 
ized something that wireless men had 
thought a pastime or amusement. Here 
is the chronological record of wire­ 
less : 
1827— It w as found that the mag­ 
netic discharge from a 
leyden jar 
would magnetize a steel needle. 
1831 — Electro-magnetic 
induction 
was discovered between two entirely 
separate circuits by Michael Faraday. 
1837—Cooke 
and

London, England, and Morse of thfe 
United States take out first patent for 
electric telegraph. 
1838— K. 
A. 
Steinhell 
of 
Munich 
suggested that a system of wireless 
telegraphy could be established after 
his discovery of the use of tile earth 
return. 
184b—Joseph Henry (P. S. A.) pro­ 
duced the first 
high-frequency elec­ 
tric oscillations, and stated that the 
condenser discharge is oscillatory. 
1842 — Wireless 
experiments 
were 
made by S. F. B. Morse by electric

J843—A wireless system for trans­ 
atlantic communication was suggested.
